Speaking at a conference on utility regulatory prob¬ 
lems, a member of Congress has strongly advocated the 
expansion of government-subsidized power systems as a 
means of preserving a competitive “yardstick” for influ¬ 
encing and judging the fairness of the rates of the regu¬ 
lated, investor-owned, taxpaying electric industdy. He ex¬ 
pressed fear that if public power does not grow the loser 
will be the American public. 

It is difficult to follow this line of reasoning. In the 
first place, it implies that state and federal regulatory 
authorities are falling down on the job of overseeing the 
rate structure of the utility industry. Tills hardly seems 
likely since the price of electric energy is one of the few 
items in the family budget that has held the line against 
inflation. 

How in the name of common sense can the rates of a 
subsidized, tax-exempt government power project be used 
to judge the fairness of the rates of an investor-owned, 
taxpaying electric company which receives no subsidy of 
any kind? 

The “yardstick” argument of public power advocates, 
to put it mildly, is without merit and will remain so until 
commercial government electric power projects are sub¬ 
jected to the same laws, taxes and interest charges that 
must be paid by the investor-owned enterprises with which 
they compete. At a time when the nation’s taxpayers are 
buidened more than ever before vrith the cost of govern¬ 
ment, the subsidized rate “yardstick” of federal power 
projects are both meaningless and costly.

Recent strength in the 
apartment sector of the 
Southland’s market for new 
housing is likely to be main¬ 
tained, according to Howard 
Edgerton, chairman of Cali¬ 
fornia Federal Savings and 
Loan Association. 

He predicted that a pat¬ 
tern of relatively high con¬ 
sumer preference for apart¬ 
ment living “is 1 ikely to 
characterize the remainder 
of this decade and carry on 
into the early 1970s.’’ 
Edgerton, head of the na- 
' tian’s largest federally char¬ 
tered savings association, 
noted that multifamily .units 
have nearly doubled their 
share of the nation’s new 
housing market since 1959 
and for several years have 
accounted for more than one- 
third of .new starts. In South¬ 
ern California, multifamily 
construction accounted for 
53 percent of all housing 
starts since 1959. 

“The relative strength of 
the mujtifamily sector of the 
new housing market was 
certainly apparent in the Los 
Angeles area last year, as 
we worked off part of the 
overhang of unsold new 
homes and vacant apart¬ 
ments,’’ Edgerton said. 

“While there was some re¬ 
duction in the surplus of 
single-family homes, the 
drop in apartment vacancies 
was dramatic. It is estimated 
that in the first half of 1966, 
some 30,000 apartment units 
were taken off the market 
in Los Angeles County. 

“Apartment vacancy rates 
in Los Angeles County are 
now down below 7 percent, 
compared with almost 12 
percent a year ago. The 
apartment demand has re¬ 
vived to an extent where, for 
the first time in recent years, 
some apartment rents may 
begin to increase.’’ 

Several factors, Edgerton 
went on. lie behind the re¬ 
cent shift in consumer pref¬ 
erence to mujtifamily dwell¬ 
ings. 

They include smaller fam¬ 
ilies, the rising cost of home 
ownership, higher home 
mantenance costs and longer 
commuting distances to new 
developments. But more im¬ 
portant for future housing 
patterns, Edgerton continued, 
are forthcoming changes in 
the population’s age com¬ 
position. 

“Both for reasons of per¬ 
sonal preference and inabil¬ 
ity to finance the purchase 
of a home, apartment living 
is more prevalent among 
new, young families than 
among more mature ones,” 


Edgerton said. 

“Nationwide, the Census 
Bureau reports that the 
greatest increases in house- 
hoids between now and 1975 
will be those where the fam¬ 
ily head is .under 35 years 
of ago — and between now 
and 1970, there will be al¬ 
most as many more with the 
head aged less than 25 as 
in the 25-34 bracket. 

“At the same time, we can 
expect a decline in house¬ 
holds in the 35-44 brackets, 
the years when most men 
near the peak of their earn¬ 
ing power and are in the 
market for higher - priced, 
single-family dwellings.” 

The California Federal ex¬ 
ecutive emphasized, how¬ 
ever, that even though 
apartment construction may 
be the most dynamic sector 
of the new housing market 
in the immediate future, the 
market for new and existing 
single-family homes will 
also benefit from a revival 
in housing generally. 

“The tight money housing 
crisis of 1966 is over,” Edger¬ 
ton concluded, “and barring 
a dramatic step-up of hostili¬ 
ties in Asia, a gradual re 
surgence in the residential 
real estate market should 
take place. 

“Government policies are 
now aimed at promoting a 
strong revival in housing, to 
counteract slowness in other 
sectors of the economy. At 
the same time, savings are 
flowing back to thrift insti- 
ttons at a brisk rate and 
the supply of mortgage 
money is much better than 
last year. 

"Looking ahead, the con¬ 
tinued population growth in 
Southern California, p 1 ,u s 
higher salaries for young 
families and high Social Se¬ 
curity person benefits for 
older people, all point to a 
gradual improvement in the 
new housing market that 
should culminate in a pow¬ 
erful upsurge by the end of 
this decade.”
